REMARKS 



The above-identified application is United States application serial number 
09/845,390 filed on April 30, 2001. Claims 1-20 are pending in the application. Claims 1- 
20 are rejected. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
USPN 6,445,460 Pavley in view of USPN 6,177,956 Anderson et al. 

Specification 

Applicant has amended the Title to clearly indicate the invention to which the claims 
are directed. 

Drawings 

Applicant has attached drawings to include the -Prior Art — legend in Figure 1 as 
directed by the Examiner. Figure 1 is also amended to include a description of each block as 
described in the specification so that no new matter is added. Amendments to Figure 1 
increase the figure size so that Figures 1 and 2 are separated onto different sheets. A full set 
of replacement drawings are submitted. 

Rejection of Claims under 3 5 U.S.C. §103 (a) 
Applicant respectfully traverses the rejections of all claims. 

The rejection of claim 1 is traversed on the grounds that Pavley in view of Anderson 
fail to disclose "storing image data elements consecutively in an image storage queue." The 
Examiner admits that "Pavley does not teach consecutively storing the image data in an 
image storage queue." Anderson et al however also does not teach the claimed usage of the 
image storage queue, but rather discloses "input queues 78" which are not used to store 
image data, instead storing "data cell pointers" which are used to move data to and from data 
cells that are used to hold captured image data. Accordingly, Anderson does not teach usage 
of a queue to store and handle images, but rather uses an input queue to hold pointers to 
image data. 

Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection of claim 3 on the basis that Pavley in 
view of Anderson do not disclose "naming said filename to indicate said archival status." 
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Pavley discloses "file attribute designations" as part of an image file and that one of the 
attributes may be an "archival file attribute", but says nothing about usage of a filename that 
specifies archival status. 

Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection of claim 4 on the basis that Pavley in 
view of Anderson do not disclose "a reserved location for archived image data elements." 
Pavley discloses "file attribute designations" as part of an image file and that one of the 
attributes may be an "archival file attribute", but says nothing about usage of a reserved 
location for archived image data elements. 

The rejection of claim 8 is traversed on the grounds that Pavley in view of Anderson 
fail to disclose "altering said filename by at least one character." Pavley discloses "file 
attribute designations" as part of an image file and that one of the attributes may be an 
"archival file attribute", but says nothing about usage of a filename that specifies archival 
status. 

Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection of claim 1 1 on the basis that Pavley in 
view of Anderson disclose neither "connecting the removable storage medium to the external 
information handling system" nor "copying said image data element from the removable 
storage medium to the external information handling system." Pavley discloses inclusion of 
"removable memory" but does not mention connection of the removable memory to another 
device. 

The rejection of claim 14 is traversed on the grounds that Pavley in view of Anderson 
fail to disclose either "determining that no said image data element in said image storage 
queue has been archived" or "notifying a user that the memory storage unit is full" Pavley 
only discloses "deleting image files from memory that have an archive file attribute." 

Regarding the rejection of claims 2, 5-10, 12-13, and 15, applicant traverses the 
rejections at least on the basis that the claims depend from allowable claim 1. 

Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection of claims 16-17 on the basis that Pavley 
in view of Anderson do not disclose "image data elements each having an archival status . . . 
stored in said memory storage unit chronologically in an image storage queue." The 
rejection of claims 18-20 are traversed on the grounds that Pavley in view of Anderson fail 
to disclose "instructions for storing image data elements consecutively in an image storage 
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queue, each image data element having an archival status." The Examiner admits that 
"Pavley does not teach consecutively storing the image data in an image storage queue." 
Anderson et al however also does not teach the claimed usage of the image storage queue, 
but rather discloses "input queues 78" which are not used to store image data, instead storing 
"data cell pointers" which are used to move data to and from data cells that are used to hold 
captured image data. 



The application, including all remaining Claims 1-20, is believed to be in condition 
for allowance and a notice to that effect is solicited.
